It is the opinion in official cir- 
cles here that Mr. Bowen has an ab- 
solute right, acting for Venezuela, of 
course, to object to President Roose- 
velt's acting as arbiter.

Is well known, but he feels obliged 
to keep well in mind the fact that 
he is here, not as an American, but 
ts a representative.of Venecuela.

a woman fighting like wild beasts for 
the first chance at the ladder which 
rested on the sill.

At the other w,c- 
dows wild, imploring faces b?sged in 
agony for lite. Two more forms were 
seen to jump from the windows at the 
corner farthest from the ladder. The 
fire was now bursting through the roof, 
and one group from the window next 
the ngbterB above the. ladder fell back 
as If a floor hod given way—all this In 
the few seconds it took to be burned 
Into Gordon with awful detail—when he 
saw the ladder rise to a perpendicular 
as if some glnnt hand had pushed it 
back. It rose until It stood straight, tho
